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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's petition to revive the application has been granted. The amendment 
filed 27 April 2007 has been entered. Claim 3 is pending in the application. Claims 1 
and 2 have been canceled. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 27 April 2007 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 32(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

Applicant replaces the term "stopper" with -cork-. Since a stopper has a very 
different meaning than a cork, this is considered impermissible new matter. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Clarke et al 
(US 2002/0128081 A1). 

Clarke discloses a novelty communications kit 200 (see Figure 2a) comprising a 
container 102 adapted to receive and hold a message 110, a cap 104 for sealing the 
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container 102, and a plurality of decorating elements 210 for decorating the container to 
ones taste. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Stevens discloses a novelty message bottle/box assembly. 

5. This action is a final rejection and is intended to close the prosecution of this 
application. Applicant's reply under 37 CFR 1 .1 13 to this action is limited either to an 
appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences or to an amendment complying 
with the requirements set forth below. 

If applicant should desire to appeal any rejection made by the examiner, a Notice 
of Appeal must be filed within the period for reply identifying the rejected claim or claims 
appealed.
